"It blew me nwoy,” said independent 
Merrill Cook, a wealthy businessman who 
spent more than 5650,000 of his own mon- 
ey on the race. 

Mrs. Waldholtz was elected to Congress, 
ond Cook flnished a distant third, behind 
incumbent Democratic Rep. Karen Shep- 
herd. 

Now federal investigators arc question- 
ing the source of the last-minute campaign ' 
money and want to talk to the congress- 
woman’s husband of two years, Joe Wald- 
holiz, who vanished over the weekend.

Stiff wind blew through parts of the Northeast on Wednes- 
day on the tail end of a storm that piled s now n early 3 feet 
"deep in'ihc Appalochidns. 

Temperatures hit a record low in Florida. 

Snow fell Wednesday aAcrnoon from the central Ap- 
palachians to the Great Lakes and New England as the storm 
pulled northward into Canada. 

To the west of the storm track, cold air extended south- 
ward to the Gulf Coast, with Apalachicola, Fla., chilling to O' 
record low of just 33. 

Elsewhere, light snow was scattered across the middle 
Mississippi Valley during the morning, extending into the 
Tennessee Valley during the anemoon. Showers were scat- 
tered around the snow from Arkansas into Florida. 

Unusually warm weather dominated the West, with rain 
and snow showers heading into the Northwest. 

Heaviest snow accumulations from Tuesdoy through 
Wednesday included 32 inches at western Pennsylvania’s 


Seven Springs and Hidden Valley ski areas; 27 inches at 
Terra Alla, W.Va.. and Oakland, Md.; 24 inches at Champi- 
on and Kane, Pa.; and 20 inches at Bolivar. Dansville and 
Springwaicr, N.Y.

Wednesday and nearly 100,000 customers throughout the 
Slate lost power,

The 25-year-old Lewiston man 
had been charged with conspiracy 
to commit first-degree murder, but 
pleaded guilty to the lesser charge 
in an agreement with prosecutors, 

- In return for the lighter sentence 
that will accompany the lesser 
charge. Richardson agreed to testify 
-against -Arrasmith; who faces two • 
-counis-of-finii-degrec<murder-in-ihe — 
May I 7 .slayings of Ronald and 
Luclln Bingham. 

Richardson, testifying in the sixth 
day of the 2nd District Court iri.'il. 
said he and Arrasmith had-used - 
mcthamphciamincs together daily

in the 10 days lending up the slay- 
ings. 

The case is being heard by n jury 
selected in Twin Falls. 

Prosecutors said they hope to 
complete their case today. 

At one point. Arrasmith said he 
wanted lo kill Konald Bingham and 
added that it would be nice to kill 
Luclla Bingham as well. Richard- 
son said. 

On the d:iy of the shootings. Ar- 
rasmith .stopped ut Richardson’s 
Clarkston auto repair shop, built a 
box he used to conceal a gun he 
was carrying and .said. "It’s time." 
Richardson said, 

Richardson said Arrasmith was 
wearing a T-shirt that rend, "Save 
the Children” on the buck. Defense 
dawyers-said-Amismilh-had-wriltcn- 
thc message in case he didn’t return 
alive from his planned confronta- 
tion with the Binghams at their cast 
Lewiston iiuto shop. 

- ArrasnTiih“hns"not admitted 
killing the Binghams, but contends 


the couple drugged and sexually as-

Authorities say 
another gun, a_9 nTm Rugcr with a 
laser sight, whs used to kill Luclla 
Bingham, who was shot six times in 
the back as she tried to run away. 

Richardson told jurors that he met 
Arrasmith in 1994 and began to 
work on cars with him. 

Richardson said he regularly used 
drugs with Arrasmith and last 
spring borrowed SIO.OOO from him 
to buy drugs. Riehardson'said'hc 
agreed to pay back the money, in- 
cluding an additional $8,000 in in- 
terest 30 days later. 

When he couldn't moke the pay- 
ment. Arrasmith look the Tec-9 and 
other property as collateral, 
Richardson .said.

Salt cuts^ weight-loss reduce^ 
stroke, heart attack risks 


ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) — Losing 10 pounds and 
modestly cutting salt intake significantly lowered the 
risjrof heart attacks and strokes in people with blood 
pressure only slightly above normal ^ — a group that 
mciudes.80 million Americans. 

The benefits of lowering blood pressure are well 
known.in pcoplc-with hypertcnsion,«r blood pressure 
hi^er than 140 millimeters over '90. The picture has 
been less clear for those with blood pressure lower 
than that but still above the normal 120 over 80. . 

A study reported Wednesday at the American 
Heart Association's annuaj meeting showed (hat o' 
10-pound weight loss and a 20-25 percent reduction 
in salt intake produced a drop of about 2 millimeters 
in both the top and bottom blood-pressure numbers. 

That may sound small, but if that were achieved 
throughout the Amcrieon population, it would save_ 


tens of thousands of lives, said the study's author. 
Dr. Paul Wheltoii of Johns Hopkins Hospital in 
Baltimore. 

The study used personal counscling.io help 2,382 
ovenveight men and women lose weight and cat less- 
salt. AHer six months, the researchers measured o 2% 
millimeter drop iri blood pressure.- 

One problem, though, was that the participants did 
not maintain their weight loss, salt reduction and 
blood pressure drop over the three-year course of the 
study. By the end of the .study, the blood pressure 
drop was only 1 millimeter, and the average weight 
loss 4-5 pounds, Whclton said. 

Whelton's conclusion is that watching one's diet 
over the long term and keeping blood pressure down 
will require deeper changes in the way Americans 
livcondcot. 


Study: Lowering cholesterol saves lives 


ANAHEIM, Calif (AP) -- A new study offers 
what doctors say is convincing, case-closcd evidence 
^at lost that you can live longer by lowering your cho- 
lesterol. 

While many in the medical world already accept 
' this idea, it had never actually been proved. There 
was also lingering worry (hat folks who get their cho- 
lesterol down may actually somehow increase their 
risk of dying from other things. 

“The bcncHts of reducing cholesterol arc now 
established beyond any reasonable doubt,”. Dr. Teijc 
R. Pedersen of Aker Hospital in Oslo. Nonvay, wrote 
in Tjiursday's New England Journal of Medicine, 
where the study was published. 

In this study. Scottish doctors found that otherwise 
—healthy middle-aged men reduced their overall death 
rate by an impressive onc-ftnii during five years of 
taking one of a new generaiion of cholesterol-lower- 
ing drugs called .statins. 

"The mortality benefits were beyond our expecta- 


tions. -We were really overwhelmed,” said Dr. James 
Shepherd of the Royal Infirmary in Glasgow. 

The study was limited to men. but Shepherd said 
he believes the conclusions will apply equally to ' 
women. 

The S30 million study was financed by Bristol- 
Myers Squibb, which makes the brand of statin test- 
ed. The findings were presented Wednesday at a 
meeting of the American Heart Association. 

“This study is immensely helpful and powerful.” 
said Dr. Sidney Smith Jr., president of the heart asso- 
ciation. He predicted it will lead doctors to try to 
lower cholesterol in (he healthy rather ihpn simply 
treating its effects once the damage occurs. 

The study was conducted on €.595 men ages 45 to 
64 whose blood cholesterol levels measured between 
250 and 300. In the United States, about one-quarter 
of the population has cholesterol levels this high — 
■abouutlie-samc-numbcr-as-havc-mtidly elevated 
blood pressure. 


Treatment may help in Alzheimer’s 


NEW YORK (AP) — Rais improved their learning 
and memory after they were injected with a substance 
that frees up a chemical messenger in the brain — a 
finding that may offer a lend in treating Alzheimer's 
disease. 

Tlie substance reversed age-related .memoiy deterio- 
ration in old rats and also helped younger rats, 
researcher Errol De Souza said. 

He is executive vice president of resc.'trch and devel- 
opment at Neurocrinc Bioscicnccs Inc. of San Diego. 
He reports on the experiments with the younger rats in 
Thursday's issue of the journal Nature along with sci- 
entists from the Johns Hopkins University School of 


Medicine. He and colleagues presented the results with 
aged rats this week at a scientific meeting. 

Further work has produced new substances that, in 
preliminary studies, appear to work in rats uHer being 
given by mouth, Dc Souza said. 

Dr. Steven DeKosky, director of the Alzhctmers's 
Disease Research Center ut the University of 
Pittsburgh, called the work. interesting and clever but 
said it's much loo soon to know if the strategy wilt 
work against Alzheimer's. 

Other compounds that help mental functioning in 
aged rats have failed to improve memory in 
Alzheimer's patients, he said.

The find greatly extends the known 

range-of oustralopithccincs; human prc-“ 

decessors tliat appeared after the evolu- 
tionaiy split away from Jhe ancestors of 
modem apes. Australopitliecines gave 
rise to the group called Homo, which 
includes modem people. 

In n second report, scientists present- 
ed new evidence for the relatively 
recent idea that Homo had left Africa 
and reached Asia by around 2 million 
years ago. Rescofchers reported (liat a 
partial jaw, a tooth and- some stone 
tools found in a Chinese cove are 1.78 
million to 1.96 million years old, mak- 
ing them the oldest known remains of 
human ancestors in Chino and maybe 
all of Asia. . 

The Chinese report also suggests that 
.one member of Homo, called Homo 
erectus, evolved in Asia rather than 
immigrating from Africa. 

Dodi studies appear in Thursday’s 
issucofthe journal Nature.' 

Before the Chad finding, austmlop- 
ithccines had been known from sites in 
South Africa and the Rift Valley in the 
cast African nations ofEihiopia, Kenya 
and Tanzania. The Chad site lies some

WASHINGTON (AP) — Croatian 
Pre.sidcnt Franjo Tudjman. a pivotal fig- 
ure in ilte U.S. effon to settle the war in 
Bosnia, was sharply criticized 
Wednesday by iltc State Depanmeni for 
promoting a Bosnion Croat general 
indicted by the U.N. war crimes tribunal. 

Tuc(jRun. who announced the promo- 
tion of Gen. Tihomir Blaskic on 
Tuesday, a day after the officer was 
indicted by the court !n The Hague, is 
being confronted by senior U.S. ofllclal 
01 the Bosnio peace negotiations near 
Dayton, Ohio, spokesman Nicholas 
Bums said. 

Unless the Croatian president can 
provide a reasonable explanation, 


Croatia will be faced with a U.S. move 
for economic and political sanctions 
even if there is an agreement to end the 
war. Bum^ said. 

“Tlie decision is contrary to the will 
ofihe intcmutionol •community.” the 
U.S. spokesman said. " 

He again ruled out os “ineonccivoble” 
that Radovan Karadzic and Ratko 
Mladic, the Bosnian Serbs' political and 
military leaders, would be in positions 
of authority if a settlement was reached. 

“The U.S. position is that indicted 
war criminals should not be in com- 
mand positions," Bums said. 

Karadzic and Mladic were indicted 
by the war crimes tribunal that is inves- 


tigating atrocitic.s by rival ethnic fac- 
tions. To dale, 45 Serbs ond seven 
Croats, including Blaskic, have been 
indicted.

We could do better job of teaching history 


- I am a history bulT despite what t 
learned in school. 

Whatever you do, don't tell Ms. 
Sobo I said that. 

Judy Sobo was on enthusiastic 
young woman who spent much of 
the 1972 school year trying to con- ' 
vey to 1 1th graders an understand- 
ing of history. In my case, she 
foiled; history class was a procession 
ofdusty names and dotes that ' 
creaked by, imparting nothing of 
discernible relevance^ 

As'far ds I can tell, things have 
not changed. 

That's why I’m not exactly 
stunned by the recent study indicat- 
ing that American children know lit- 
tle about history, i once read that 
some kids thought Martin Luther 
King freed the slaves, so I'd be sur- 
prised only if research showed our 
students were competent in history. 

In this study, the Education 
Department polled 22,000 public 
and private School students nation- 
wide. Among the findings: Only 47 
percent of high school seniors Imcw 
containing communism was the pri- 
mary goal of U.S. foreign policy 
between 1945 and 1990. Just 34 per- 
cent had any knowledge of Nat 
Turner's Rebellion', the most famous 
of the stove revolts. Seven percent 
of fourth graders were able to identi- 
fy the “important event’’ that hap- 
pened in Philadelphia in 1776. 

Curious about how my own kids 
would stack up, 1 posed an easy ' 
question over dinner: Why did the 
Pilgrims come to America? . 

Morion, who is 13, didn't know. 
Monique, who is 18, thought they 
'came with Columbus. 

Only 10-year-old Bryan volun- 
teered the right answer: The 
Pilgrims came in search of religious 
freedom. But Dry didn't stop there. 
Breathless with excitement, he 
launched into a narrative about the. 
obstacles they faced on their long 
voyage: storms, disease, hunger and 
vermin. He told it as he would the

But ifyou read contemporaneous 
accounts and the work of the very 
best historians (one is “Hard 
Times,’’ Studs Tcrkel’s oral history 
of the Depression), different textures 
emerge. History becomes os psycho- 
logically complex as Shakespeareon . 
tragedy, os mysterious arid divine as 
biblical parable, as titillating and 
bawdy as “Melrose Place," as imme- 
diate os CNN. 

History is the intricate and involv- 
ing story of who we are and how we 
got this way. If kids don't find it riv- 
eting, maybe the fault isn't theirs 
alone. Maybe we could do a better 
job of telling the story. 

Consider If 1 tell you, as my 
teachers told me, that America was 
.in a vengeful frame ofmind follow- 
ing the sneak attack on Pear] 

Harbor, well so what? You've heard 
it all before. 

But what if I tell you that it took 
the House of Representatives 40 
minutes to vote for war, 388 to I, 
and the one, Republican Jeanette 
Rankin, had to cower in a phone 
booth until the corridors were clear 
and she could escape to safety? 1 
would argue that I've given you a 
truer, more vivid understanding of 



how the nation felt that day. 

And I would argue that that under- 
standing is vital. 

The links uniting the states are 
deceptively tenuous, after all. We do 
not share blood, wc do not share 
ancestry. What wc shore, at one end of 
the spectrum, is pop culture - we all 
eat at McDonald's and watch Disney 
movies. And at the other end we also 
share, certain core values: individuol 
freedom, social equality and the right 
to pursue our highest goals. 

Those values, as articuloled by 
Jefferson, frame us. Everything that * 
hasJiappcned in this country hos 


been in afTirmation of. reaction to, 
or violotion of those value.i, So if 
you don't know American history, 
you cim'l truly know Americun vul- 
ues. And wliat else mnkc.s you un 
American? 

Think about it over your next Big 
Mac.

irretrievably lost in my own dis- 
tress that a day such as this one 
would fail 10 provoke in me uny 
happy feelings. Dc.spair-nilcd'd:iy.s 
could arrive on a sparkling 
' Novemberday as well as a .somber 
day in January. Out since I have 
been taking medication for my ill- 
ness, each season is appreciated 
ond celebrated for its unique beau- 
ty. ' ' 

Winter depression or Seasonal 
AfTective Disorder (SAD), howev- 
er. is a painful depressive illness 
that only appears after bright 
autumn days recede into winter 
darkness. Emily Dickinson 
described the eftcct this way; 

' VTtiere's a certain Slant of light,' 
Winter aftemoon.s 
That oppresses, like the Heft 
OfCalhcdml tunes" 

For SAD sulTcrers, winter’s 
oppression will go nway with a 
change of seasons. Spring's light 
chases away the illness until the 
next winter and the next and the 
next. 

Non-seu.sona[ clinical depression 
is now recognized by most medical 
professionals a.s the result of low 
levels of serotonin in the brain. 
According to Dr. Michael J. 

Norden in his book, “Beyond 
Prozac," SAD treated with light 
can raise blood serotonin levels. 
Tliereforc. Light Tlicrapy properly 
administered by a doctor can help 
those sufTcring from SAD. as can . 
anti-depressive medications and 
counseling. 

And .there are many who need 
relief from SAD. Dr. Norden 
writes: “Taking into account 
milder formsjjfSAD, as much as . 
20 percent of'ihe U.S. population is 
believed to have a .significant prob- 
lem with winter flinciioning." 
Melanchplyuvcnings enveloped in 
early darkness qpJ days filled with 
skie.s the color of pewter can bring 
untold grief. . 

Wlicn SAD (or any other depres- 
sive illness, for iluit matter) goes 


untreated, it can lend to other prob- 
lems. Holiday panics, for example, 
become an opportunity to drink 
excessive amounts of alcoltol in 
order to self-medicaic and. thus, 
curb the pain of depression. 

Although non-seasonul depres-- - 

si'vc.s often do not eat enough. S A D 
victims eat excessive amounts of 
holiday bounty, gaining consider- 
able weight. While over eating at 
panics and family dinners, depres- 
sives may focus the conversation 
on their old angers and new com- 
plaints. Positive energy that gener- 
ally accompanies holiday cheer 
.^ums negative in the depressive. 

Sleep disorders are common in 
tho.se sufTcring from depression. 

Tlie most common one in wimer 
depressivos is excessive sleeping. 
Bed i.s preferred to shopping malls, 
company cockiail panics, ch'urdi 
ceiebrations or'anywherc people 
gather to observe llie season. Being 
with others only increases the feel- 
ing of the SAD sun'erenlmi his or 
her life is insignificant when com- 
pared to Olliers'. Sleep is an escape 
from such misery. « ■ 

Anyone who has begun a day 
wilh uny serious depressive illness 
untjerstands how frightening awak- 
ening can be. On mist-lllled and 
cold mornings.- getting out of bed 
ut all seems impossible. Wiihoui 
medical aitemion. SAD can get 
even worse us the approach of stil] 
grayer days of January and 
F'ebruary weighs dow n on those 
whose moods lias been ulicrcd iiy 
light-starved bruin diemisiry. 

There is help, however, for the 
majority of people sunering from a 
depressive illness. Ifyou suiTcr 
from uny kind of depression, you 
should find a doctor who under- 
stands the seriou-siiess of your ill- 
ness andwill give you the treat- 
ment you need. Ifyou are a SAD 
sufferer, you can gel help so pule 
winter days arc filled with the joy 
found in seeing fiery fall Maple 
trees, 

And you cun ui last enjoy the 
holiday season.

Americans considered Saudi safe 


- RIYADH; Saudi Anibia-(AP)-— 
Islamic militunis ihrcaicncd the U.S. 
Embassy in the months before a 
bomb killed five Americans, but the 
embassy made no major security 
upgrades because it believed ^aiidi 
Arabia was .safe, the U.S. ambassador 
said Wednesday, 

"Of all the places in the world. 
(Saudi Arabia) was deemed one of 
the safest in tenns of how our securi- 
ty services view it,” Ambassador 
Raymond Mubus-lold reporters . 

He said the embus.sy launched an 
' 'invcstigationialkT receiving the faxes 
in April and June from Islamic mili- 
tants calling for thousands of 
American and British military per- 
sonnel to leave the kingdom before 
July. 

The lillle-known group, the Islamic 
Movcmcin for Change, opposes all, . 
Western troops in the kingdom. IL 
warned that "some act of violence 
would occur" if the iroop.s dldn ‘1 
leave. 

The movement is one of three 
groups that hus claimed ruspoasibility 
for Monday's bombing at a U.S.-run 
'miliiory tmining facility. The ambus-

K. Worrell, 34, of Hasty. N.C.

- quarters-for-a U.S; Army program - 
that provides American military and 
civilian advisers to help train the 
Saudi Notional Guard. It was widely 
known that American civilians and 
U.S; military personnel worked there, 
although the. building had no U.S. 
markings. 

“Anyone could have slipped the car 
(bomb) in the parking loU’ said Lee 
Crowley, an American banker who 
has worked in Riyadh for six years. 
“Tliere was no checking or anything." 

That view was echoed by Kcnncilt 
Bacon, the chief Pentagon 
spokesman, who said in Washington; 
“In retrospect, perhaps something dif- 
ferent could have been done.” 


Moscow asserts control 
over Bosnia peacekeepers 


MOSCOW (AP) — Russia’s 
defense minister Wednesday 
reasserted Moscow's control over 
its peacekeepers in a joint ft^ce 
in Bosnia, saying President' Boris 
Yeltsin can veto ony order the 
NATO commander.givcs Russian 
troops. 

Defense Minister Pavel 
Grachev told a news conference 
..that Yeltsin.would.only usc.his.. 
veto power after he consulted 
with his Security Council. 

Russian political and military 
leaders’arc loath to take orders 
from’NATO, their former Cold 
War enemy. 

Russian peacekeeper.*! already 
will be under the command of 
their . own general, who will 


answer to the leader of the peace- 
keeping force, NATO's supreme 
military commander in Europe. 

If the Russian general should 
"question his ’superior, Grachev 
said, he would inform Moscow, 
and "Russian poftlicul leaders 
could impose a veto on the com- 
mand." 

In that case, the two generals 
would have. to. work*. put. a. com- - 
promise, according to Grachev 
and NATO officials in Brus.scls. 

The United States and Russia 
agreed earlier this month that . 
Russian troops would join inter- 
national peacekeepers in po.stwar 
Bosnia but under the direct com- 
mand of their own general rather • 
than NATO.

The U.N. agency appealed for a 


new emphasis on spending money to 
prevent conflicts before they occur. 

''Wlmfmight have happened in 
Rwanda if the estimated S2 billion 
spent on refugee relief during the 
first two weeks of the emergency 
had been devoted (beforehand) to 
keeping the peace, protecting human 
rights and promoting development?"

U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees Sadako Ogata told a ncw.s 
conference the agency's appeal for 
spending more on dcveiopmcnl and 
peacekeeping might be falling on 
deaf cars.

-The Court ofAppeals agreed with 
Roberts' argument on that point but 
refused to change his conviction and 
prison sentence. 

The prison issue covered just one of 
three girls who said Roberts molested 
them, the court said, and the testimony of 
the girl Roberts was charged with molest- 
ing “would not have been discredited in 
any respect by the alibi testimony."

Gannett Road bypass project sparks debate

HAILEY T Blaine County's plan' for a 
onc-milc bypass around Gannett drew fire 
from (he Blaine County Ranchers' 
Association and area residents Monday. 

"The majority of the road fram’BcIlevuc 
to Gannett is awful," said Picabo resident 
Shannon Brown. Brown was one of several 
residents who urged the county to improve 
the 12 miles of Gannett Road before creat- 
ing a byposs around the community. 

“Why has the Gannett Bypass risen to the 


(op like good creamT* asked miomcy Gary 
SIcttc. representing the ranchers* associa- 
tion. 

Slcttc argued (he beavily-travcllc'd stretch 
of narrow road south of Bellevue, with 
thinly patched potholes, deteriorating 
shoulders and uneven pavement, presented 
more of a safety concern than the road 
through Gannett. 

Commissioners Rupert Hoiue and Tom 
Blanchard disagreed. 

During a public hearing on Oct. 18. 
Blanchard said, nearly two-lhirds of the 
respondents voiced concerns about the dan- 


ger of the blind hill on the east edge of 
town. 

There are more problems and accidents 
on the Gannett curve and at the inteb>ection 
of Gannett Road, the railroad cro.ssing and 
Pumpkin Center Rood than anywhere else 
in the county. Blanchard said. 

The curve and blind hill are the two 
biggest hazards, he said. 

The county chose to create a bypass 
skirling the eastern edge of the community 
because it is “a do-able project that has an_ 
immediate impact to facilitate travel in the 
area," Blanchard said. 


With no state aid available for road 
improvements there, the county would have 
to budget $75,000 to SI20.000 per mile for 
road rcconsmiction. he said. 

With only $1 1 1.000 available for the 
coming year,- Blanchard .said the county can 
proceed with the bypass and solve some 
serious safety concerns. 

SIcttc- asked the commissioners to recon- 
sider their priorities. 

As an alternative, SIcttc suggested u.sing 
a portion of the funds to cut out and level 
the small hill that blocks visibility, theii

The lawsuits seek independent study of 
health risks posed by the plant, S250 mil- 
lion in lost property values and S300 mil- 
lion in other damages.

JEROME - When they're not shooting 
ot live birds, shotgunn'ers can hone their 
Skills by blasting away at rising, curving 
an.d dipping clay birds in an increasingly 
populor sport known as “sporting clay.s." 

There arc several sponing clay ranges 
in southern Idaho, including Tews Ranch 
and Hunting Club, north of Shoslionc. 
the Blaine County Gun Club, and the 
Jerome Rod and Gun Club range, north- 
east of Jerome. 

The Jerome Rod and Gun Club's 
range was completed in May. Since then, 
roughly 8,000 targets have been thrown 
for more than 400 shooters, said John L. 
Weston, who was a prime mover in the 
development of the range. 

Sporting clays is the fastest-growing 
shotgun competition in the United States, 
and each range varies with the terrain, 
operator’s ideas of target layout and dif- 
ficulty of each station. Weston said he 
tried to stimulate the types of shots that 
bird hunters encounter in southern Idaho. 

On the whole, sporting clays arc excel- 
lent practice for bird hunters to hone 
theirskills. 

A typical sporting clay station has a

The minis, which are about three inch- 
es across. are aptly called “flying as- 
pirins” by cussing .shooters. 

The chukur station sits on a hilly 
mound and features dropping, curving 
pairs that ore very difficult to hit because 
they urc thrown diftcrently than targets 
in other .shotgun spons. In trap and skcct 
shooting, most ^ihois arc at rising, cross-

Tile final station at the Jerome range is 
called “Fur and Fcaihcrs."

Top shooters may break 40 out of 50 
birds and perfect scores are almo.si non- 
existent. Tcny Miller of Twin Falls and 
Barry Bragg, of Jerome, arc. two of the 
better shooters at the Jerome .sporting 
clays range. 

Average shooters c.an feel good ifonly 
half their targets are .smashed. 

Weston plans on having regular spon- 
ing clays matches throughout the winter, 
depending on acce.ssibility of the road 
into the range.

The seven specie.s that have gone ex- 
tinct include three imi.ssels: two fish, the 
Maryland darter and Sail Marcos Ganihu- 
sia; one bird, the Mariana MallanI; and 
two mammals, the Easteni cougar and lit- 
tle Mariana fruit bat, 

The FWS budget for cndangereil 
species recovery programs was S '9 7 
million la.st year, said Mullic Hcatiie. 
FWS director. “1 doubt a single American 
would suy that saving the bald eagle 
wasn’t worth the lime or nuuioy." 

Bald eagles benefited fro'm sc\eral 
types of recovery efforts. The pesiieide 
DDT, which nearly destroyed the bird’s 
ability to reproduce, was banned, 'riicn 
eagles were bred in captivity and vonng 
birds released into babilui where the an- 
cestors once thrived. 

Bald eagle numbers, which fell to about 
417 nesting pairs in 1963. were at nu>re 
than 4.000 pairs in 1993 and tlic bird is 
no longer considered endangered. 

Other tools for saving .species include 
habitat protection and restoration and re- 
search into tlie species’ needs for sur- 
vival, 

Researchers found thiu seeds of Peter’s 
Mountain mallow, one of 491 plants list- 
ed. needed to be burned to germinuic. 
Controlled fires in the plant’s habit have 
dnimalically increased its numbers. 

“Preventing extinction is our first 
goal.” Beattie said, •'From there, we can 
begin to bring these .species back it» the 
point where they are no longer endan- 
gered. 

Preventing exiineiion can have incredi- 
ble benefits to people because only a 
small percentage of plants, for example, 
have been studied in detail. 

“Many physicians and medical re- 
searchers support .saving endangered 
species because they know that wild 
plants and animals are potential sources 
for new cnncer-figluing drugs and other 
medical breakthroughs.” Bcmiic said. 

The Pacific yew. for example, is the 
. source.of.thc unti-cuncer drug laxol. 

The goal is getting ofl’lhe list, meaning 
the species is no longer in trouble. A 
species is removed for three reasons; 

* It lias gone extinct: 

- It has recovered and the population is 

stable: or 

• Research has found other populaiion.s 
and the species is noi in serious danger.

EKALAKA, Mont. — - The best time to 
hum trophy antelope is early In the season. 
Thousands of buttcrscotch-hued “prairie 
goats" dot the rolling pastures, pausing in 
splendid outline on ndge tops to check for 
predators. ' « 

That's when bowhunters can decoy these 
sharp-sighted beasts for close shots during 
the rut. And plenty of major bucks remain 
■for the early rifle season. 

The toughest time may be at season’s end. 
.which was now. The antelope in eastern 
Montana migrate to winter quaners in the 
Powder River "breaks," or all the way into 
western Wyoming, They leave these snowy, 
windswept plains for rugged cover, even the 
ranches with good grass thanks to restrained 
cattle management. Maybe the best thing 
about this time is you can combine your 
hunt with mule deer, which continues until 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

As usual, Frank Mehling was afraid wc 
wouldn’t find any antelope on his 14, 000- 
acre Medicine Rocks Ranch. Well, that’s a 
lot of ranch in which to lose antelope, espe- 
cially at season’s end. But because Mchling 
and his brother control about 17,000 acres, 
you do expect to find a goat within those 
2&A square miles. 

That’s when Neil Oldridge gets his jollies. 

A former executive for DuPont’s hunting 
arid fishing operations, he helps Mehling 
scour the hills of Medicine Rocks for ante- 
lope and mule deer in post-retirement pas- 
sion. Oldridge even built d spectacular lodge 
here just'for their private ^csts — ^ "but re- 
ally so I’d have a place to stay when .1 came 
here to play," he explained.

For Oldridge, play means jostling along 
back trails in four-wheel-drive to uncover 
hidden herds.
